THE DATE AUDIENCE IN PERING. 
> Austrian diplomacy scored a decided violory 
mn tho 2Zthult:in Peking, through UF. EB, Baron 
yon Blogulubou having boon reocived in audience 
by ‘the Emperor. Oar readers will romamber 
that the first audieuoa daring the reign of 
Emporor Kwang Bit took place ia’ Maroh of tha 
present year, in tha Sxe Knaug Ko, used for the 
Ambassadors from foroignoountriesand tributary 
nat ona, as Thibet, Nopaul, eto. On account of 
this place boing the recoption hall for tributary 
notions, there has always baen adisputeabunt jt, 
whonavur the andience question bas been mooted, 
regarding the reooption of Foreign Ministers. 
Last spring the whole thing nearly fell through, 
beornse tho Foreign Ministers cefased to. be 
received there, for the ‘samo old reason, and 
they only consented. to the’ proposition, after 
they had been promised that a new boll was 

to be built, dedicated ts that purpose. 

During tho audience of last spring the Minix- 
tera for Russia, France and Austria did. not 
assiat, becanso thoy, were absent from Peking. 
The onvoy plenipotentiary for tho lagt named 
power, Barow von Biegelebun, arrivod in Poking 
afew weeks agofrom Tokyo, his p'sca of rv- 
sidence (he baing algo azoredited to Japin and . 
Siam), to present’ his oredeutials to the Emporor. 
After several weaks' ‘wai'ing, ocoasiona! by the 
Miniater’a rofnsal to. be recvived id’ the sbove- 
named belt, le was informed that the Hmperor. 
would grant him an audience at 9 a.m, the 27th 
Ootober, in the Cheag Kuan tample, Adgvord= 
ingly His Exeollonoy went there at the appoint. 

‘d time, accompanird by the intarpreter of the 
German Legation, Baron von der Golts. 

Tho coromony was exactly the aame ‘an in the 
spring. ‘The Emperor sat upon his throne, with 
Prings Chriog and sovers] ‘other high offto‘als: 
by tho side, Horr von Bisgulabon, nocompanied 
by his interpreter, approsalod the throne-alqwly, 
stopping thrice, bowing. cach time, ad banding 
witha short appropriate speech hig credential 
o Princa Cl’ing, who placed it upon the table 
-b fore the throne ;" Haron yon der Goltz: tranalat. 
ed the sponah into Chinese, which Prince Ch'ing, '- 
cepeated. iu Manchu to the Empsror, The Int 
tor nodded end replied in Mancha, which was 
rondorod by. the ‘Prince in Chinese, and inter: , 
reted by Herr vor der Golts to the Minister 
ia German. This finished the ceremony, which 
lasted, about 10 ‘minntas in all, Baron von 
Blegeloben loft-tho Hall, walking backward, 
and again bowing thrice ta tha Bmperor.
